For Old Boys who have not visited the School since the Centenary Year (1937) 
In 1936 the School was divided into three Houses: William's House, form- 
erly occupied by Sgt. -Major Pyke and later by Mr. Wilkinson, and named in 
memory of Rev. James William's who was Headmaster when the School was re- 
opened in 1857 after being closed down for three years; Chapman's House, 
the former infirmary along the East Sherbrooke Road, named in memory of 
Edward Chapman to whom the founder of the School, the Rev. Lucius Doolittle, 
had handed over the School in 1842 and with which he remained associated 
until his death in 1895; and School House, comprising the Main Buildings. 
The Oak panels in the Dining Hall have inscribed upon them in gilt letters 
the names of the winners of the Governor-General's medal, the Lieut . -Gover- 
nor's medals, the Greenshield Scholarship, former Headmasters, Old Boys 
who have distinguished themselves academically at University, and those who 
have served the School over a lengthy period. Above the panels, on the 
projecting shields, have been painted the crests of boarding schools in 
Canada. On the walls: hang large paintings depicting scenes from Canadian 
history, the gift of Col. MacLean of Montreal, and brackets to hold the 
Ashbury Cup, the Shirley Russell Cup, the Stratchona Cups and Earl Grey 
Trophy for Cadet Corps. A large, modern stage, occupies the second part of, 
the Gym where Prep and Assemblies used to be held in the 1920 's. Out- 
standing Gilbert-Sullivan successes have been: The Pirates of Penzance (' 39) , 
lolanthe ('40), Patience ('41), numerous One Act plays, last year's pro- 
duction of Ian Hay's, "The Housemaster", and this year's performance of 
"Charley's Aunt". Saturday nights are given over to Clubs under supervision 
of masters. These clubs include: Debating, Dramatic , French, Carpentry, 
Printing, Photography, Aeroplane, General Science, Music. The new prepara- 
tory School building, erected in memory of Grant Hall was officially 
dedicatied during the Centenary Celebrations (May 22nd-24th, 1937) but was 
not occupied until September. The Centenary Celebrations came to a close 
with a meeting of the Old Boys' Association in the Hoooper Library, fol- 
lowed by a dinner in the Dining Ball, and climaxed by a Formal Ball in the 
Gym appropriately decorated for the occasion. Through the generosity of 
F.W.Ross, of Quebec City, the new Infirmary was built and occupied in 1936. 
Its site is mid-way between the Power house and the Main building. It is a 
compact unit in itself and is connected with the buildings by the main tun- 
nel. The Chalet is the latest addition to the buildings. It was erected 
in 1940-41 and put up by Emile Dussault, the School carpenter, aided by the 
boys themselves. It is a recreational building consisting of one large 



room with a fireplace and built along the lines of a Swiss chalet. The 
Hooper Library, containing in part the library of the late Col. G. Hooper 
(I 72- I 79) and named in his memory, is the former Dining Hall used by the 
Prep before the Upper School came up in 1922 . 

The following facts may prove to be of interest to Old Boys: John Auldjo 
(B.C.S. -'43), later a Major-General , was at the Battle of Chillianwallah 
in 1849, during the Sikh Wars. The School Rifle Corps went to Montreal to 
attend the funeral of D'Arcy McGee in 1868. The Rifle Corps was founded 
by Capt . Rawson in 1861. B.C.S. cadets were the first school cadets in 
Canada. Fire destroyed the School buildings and all Rifle Corps equipment 
in 1874. There was no Corps until 1879 when the Rifle Corps was revived 
under the new name of Cadet Corps. Fire again destroyed the School buil- 
dings in 1891. The School was taken over by Bishop's College in 1845, but 
remained under its own Headmaster, or Rector as he was then called. In 
1854 the College closed down the School but it was re-opened in 1857. In 
1883 the offices of Principal of the College and Rector of the School were 
united in one man. In 1892 occurred the separation of the pricipalship of 
the College and the Rector of the School. In 1908 the School became in- 
dependent of the College. In 1918 the Prep moved up to the present buildings, 
followed by the Upper School in 1922 . 

Your correspondent has often wondered whether any Old Boys ever took part 
in (a) The Crimean War, (b) The Indian Mutiny, (c) The Boer War. He would be 
grateful to any present Old Boy who might be able to furnish him with any facts 
or information.
